Bishop Gore’s 
latest teaching on the Holy Communion will 
be found in three lectures which he delivered 
last month in Westminster Abbey, and which 
were fully reported in the Guardian. 1, at 
any rate, can find nothing in these lectures 
which is inconsistent with the teaching of the 

Church of England, | 
I have a great respect for Mr, Hammond's 

ability, but, if I may respectfully say so, 
where I think he has made a mistake is in 
thinking that only those who agree with him- 
self in theological matters can be right. 
Truth is sometimes very deep and many- 
sided, and no man, or body of men, can 
hope to apprehend more than a portion of 
the truth, Therefore, a Church which claims 
to be Catholic must be able to find place 
for men of different types and different points 
of view. “The glory of our Church is her 
comprehensiveness, and broad-minded toler- 
ance must be cultivated if we are ever to 
find the path of righteousness threugh the 
mists of coras oversy.’’ 

I think of some words spoken more than 
thirty years ago by Primate Alexander, in 
his opening address to the General Synod: 
“ He who holds the Sacraments and Crees 
intensely may be a High Churchman; he who 
puts his whole trust in the Atonement anid 
Justification by Faith may be a Low Church- 
man; he who clings to an ethical creed and 
a high moral ideal may be a Broad Church- 
man; but he who realises the personality and 
lives the life of Christ is a deep Churchman. 
May God give us many such. ' 

It is because I believe that Bishop Charles 
Gore is a deep Churchman in the noblest and 
truest sense that I ventured to intervene in 
I shall not write again.

IMPORTANT RULING IN 
LONDON CASK, |

An important ruling was made yesterday 
by a London King’s Bench Divisional Couri, 
composed yf the Lord Chief Justice (ord 
Hewart) and Mr. Justice Avory and Mr. 
Justice livanaon, upon the ruie as fer 
alleged contempt of Court which had been 
obtained against Mr. Walter George Fish, as 
editor of the Daily dait, calling upon him 
to show cause why he should not he com- 
mitted for contempt ef Court in respect of 
an article in that paper on December Qard 
last bearing on the activities of Mr. John 
Factor, of Jermyn street, London. 

The rule, which was argued before the 
Court on Jauuary Slst ard February 7th, was 
yesterday discharged. 

THE ISSUE OF THE WRIT. 

On December 15th Mr, John Factor issued 
a writ against the Associated Newspapers, 
Lid., claiming damages for an alleged libe! 
contained in the article in the Vaiy Mai, 
in which he had been referred to as ‘* Jacob "’ 
Kacte:x. The writ was served, and on De- 
cember 23ed the Daily Mail published an 
avticle referring to Facicr as 
share pusher,’ and saying, with regard to 
tne issue of the writ:—“If Jacob Factor 
imagines that the issuing of the writ will 
muzzle us while he is engaged on some new 
deal; he is iabouring under a misapprelhen- 
sion, 

lt was stated in the arguments that the 
Daiiy ..ad intended to justity the statement 
of which Mr. Factor complained. 

Sir Henry Maddocks, K.C., who argued 
the rule for Factor, had contended that a 
very ser.ous principle was raised. There had 
been a violation of the principle that a man 
Was entiiied to trial by ia jury who were not 
biassed by anything said outside the Court 
by one ot the parties. 

Mr. W, A. Jowitt had contended that the 
rule should not be made absolute, as the 
campaign by the newspaper against the 
alleged fraudulent “share pushers’ was in 
the public interest. 

, THE JUDGMENT, 

Giving the unanimous decision of the 
Court discharging the rule, the Lord Chief 
Justice said ::—' The principle upon which 
the Court acts in cases of this kind has been 
clearly stated in many decisions, When publi- 
cation is made with the clear intention of 
affecting the issue of the trial such publi- 
cation is obviously contempt of Court, but 
where the Court is satisfied that there is no 
such intention and yet the publication is one 
which might conceivably prejudice a pending 
trial, the circumstances of the partiular case 
must be taken into account

ACCIDENT NEAR PALMERS. 
TOWN 

‘Accidental death’’ was the verdict 
returned at the inquest which was held 
yesterday in Steevens’s Hospital, Dublin, on 
the body of John Cody (28), single, of Mill 
lane, Palmerstown, Chapelizod, Co. Dublin, 
a driver of the General Omnibus Company, 
who was knocked down and killed while 
trying to board a ‘bus near Palmerstown 
last Wednesday evening. 

Patrick Whelan, The Mill, Lucan, said that

fast. He first felt two bumps, as the car he 
was In pulled up suddenly. On getting out 
he saw a man lying on the ground about 
three vards behind the ‘bus. The “ General ”

He had not seen it pass 
them out. 

Arthur Ruttledge, of 58 Oxmantown road. 
Dublin, gave corroborative evidence. 

Walter Bolger, Ballydewd, Lucan, conductor 
of the ‘‘ Tower” “bus, said that when near 
the Mill at Palmerstown the ‘‘ General ” ’bus 
went to pass them out. Just as it had passed 
them out he saw Cody run out from the 
path to board the *‘Geneyal’’ "bus.

BELFAST, Friday. 

“This case is becoming more and more 
like a novel by Edgar Wallace, commented 
Mr. O'Donoghue, the Resident Magistrate, 
during the hearing to-day of the prosecution 
brought at the instance of the Northern 
Attorney-General against John Walker, his 
wife, Agnes, and their niece, Evelyn 
Magowan, : 

They are charged with conspiring to per- 
veit the course of justice in connection with 
charges that had been preferred against Mrs. 
W hai. Mrs. Whan 
charge of sending poisoned chocolates to 
Mrs. Walker; but was convicted of sending 
threatening letters and alleged assault on 
Mrs. Walker, The case is now being put 
forward -by the prosecution that the Walkers 
sent those letters to themselves, and that the 
evidence on which Mrs. Whan was convicted 
was false. 

"“ BODYGUARD'S "’ STORY, 

Evidence was given to-day by William 
McKee, a labourer, who said that he was 
employed by the accused, John Walker, in 
1921-22. to look after Mr. and Mrs. Walker 
and the place generally. He was “a kind 
of hodvcuard.'” He never saw Mrs. Whan 
or her boys there at any time; but Mrs. 
Walker read him letters, which she said came 
from Mrs. Whan. In 1921 he was sent to 
inform the police that Mrs. Walker had been 
assaulted in her own house. He did not 
witness the assault nor hear any outcry, al- 
though he was *‘ about the house ' the whcle 
evening, 

In August, 1922. on a Sunday, witness was 
lving in a stable when Mrs. Walker anid 
Evelyn Magowan came to he stable door, 
which was open Mrs. Walker asked him 
was he sick. He said “ Yes,” and she 
Liovught him a drink of whiskey, and told him 
it would make him sleep. The women went 
hack into the house. Twenty minutes afte 
they returned, and Mrs. Walker asked if he 
was asleep. He did not reply, and the two 
of them—Mrs. Walker and Miss Magowan— 
ran down a lane into a grazing field. Wit- 
ness watched them, and he saw Mrs. Walker 
diop a pocket handkerchief in the field. 
Mrs. Walker then walked into a horse pond 
full of water and mud, and Evelyn Magowan 
cot her by the hand and pulled her back and 
forwards through it. A few minutes afte 
Mr. Walker came out shouting, * Billie, come 
the wife has been beaten by two

women and a man,’ 

Walker and witness went 
to find the two women and man, but they 
were not there. Witness said Walker told 
him his wife had been pulled through the 
horse pond by the two women and a man, 
and nearly drowned. Mr. Walker and he 
walked down the lane into the field. Mr. 
Walker picked up tne handkerchief, which 
had “A Whan’’ written on I In 
a corner. John Watker said: ‘* There 
vou are now, halding up the hand 
kerchief. and showing ** A. Whan.’’ Witness 
did not examine the handkerchief. Mrs. 
Walker never referred to the horse pond 
assault. but said later that a man and woman 
had taken a bangle and watch off her. 
Witness asked her what was the reason she 
did not shout when the things were tal.en 
off her, and Mrs .Walker replied that she 
was afraid that her husband and witness 
would kill the robbers 

SUSPECTED A PLOT. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Williamson, wit- 
ness said Mrs. Walker thought he was esleep 
after she gave him the whiskey, but he sus- 
pected something was up. ating 

Why didn’t vou tell the police ’—Oh, no 

Why ’?—I didn't want to get myself into 
any bother. 

‘ou knew there was a plot against Mrs. 
Whan’? There must have been something, 
for I never saw the woman. 

Did you expect there was a plot — No; | 
did not know the woman. 

Against whom’—I. could not tell 
whom. 

Did you suspect ’—I was thinking it would 
be against Mrs. Whan. 

To plant a crime on her of which she was 
not guilty ’—It looked like it that day. 

Why did you not remonstrate with the 
Walkers about this’—Il was going to do no 
such a thing. 

Did you know by keeping quiet you were 
particrpating in a crmme’—l did not. 
wanted to get away as quietly as I could. 

Answering Mr. 'ODonoghue, R.M., witness 
said that when Mrs. Walker dropped the 
handkerchief in the field she was twenty to 
twenty-five yards away trom him in a direct 
line. The horse pond was ten or fifteen vards 
away. Witness was on his knees behind the 
door. 

You have told Mr. Williamson that yau 
knew a crime was being committed 4d vou 
didn’t tell the police. When did you first 
mention it to anybedy ?—Not till last May. 

POLICE EVIDENCE, 

Evidence was given by Head Constable 
Slack. At the time of the assault case he 
had an interview with Mrs. Walker. He 
showed her a ring, and asked her how if was 
that she never mentioned to the police that 
that ring was stolen from her by Mrs. Whan. 
She said, ‘‘! forgot about it.’’ Witness said 
to her: “Its rather curious that vou didn't 
remember about the ring. when it must have 
have been pulled off your finger. She te- 
plied: “I quite forgot to mention it.” Wit 
ness returned the ring to he! Some time 
later, he thought it was in 1923, John Walker 
came into witness s office. 

Mr. O'Donoghue -As | 
don't matter in this case. If 
year it is all mght. 

Witness said that John Walker brought 
him two letters. A search was made for 
these letters, but they could not be found. 

Mr. O'Donoghue, R.M.—This case is 
setting more and more like an novel by 
tem Wallace. 

Later Mr. O'Donoghue remarked: ‘‘ This 
case bristles with such extraordinary features 
that we need not be surprised at anything.’’ 

The case was adjourned until Tuesday.

ISLES OF THE SUN.

HE annual winter exodus of tourists 
in search of the sun has begun. Every 
year their’ number increases and every 
year they break fresh ground. In the 
past the fortunate people who were able 
to escape from the hardships of a 
northern winter were quite pleased if they 
reached the Riviera or—at the furthest— 
Cairo or Algiers. Now they think nothing 
of spending a month or two in South 
Africa or Kashmir. The Sahara has 
become the playground of cinema magnates 
and dramatists, and popular novelists have 
made the South Sea Islands familiar to 
people who have never left home. 

There is one part of the world that few 
people know very much about, with the 
exception of those that have actually been 
there. Mention the West Indies and the 
man in the street says:—‘‘Oh, you mean 
Jamaica!’’ very much as some people 
say “ Ireland—you mean you are going to 
Killarney !’’ or consider the Riviera the 
cnly part- of France worth knowing. 
Jamaica, though it is the largest and 
most beautiful of the British West Indie 
is by no means their only attraction. 
There are a dozen little islands whose 
names once rang in the ears of a continent, 
when Europe's battles were fought over 
again in the New World and the wealth 
of the Indies was the lodestar of every 
adventurer that went to sea. 


THE WORLD'S TREASURE HOUSE 


The West Indies may not have had any 
history before Columbus, seeking a new 
route to the riches of China and the 
treasures of the Khans of Tartary, found 
America instead, but they have made up 
for it since. The West Indies and the 
mainland of South America became the 
treasure-house of the world. Year after 
year the tall galleons of Spain sailed 
home laden with precious freight, and half 
the adventurers in Europe sailed west- 
wards in search of El Dorado. To-day the 
story of the old conquistadors and the 
merchant adventurers is a romance of the 
past, but boats still return from the West 
Jaden with golden spoil. They do not 
bring the gold of Manoa or jewels from the 
Incas’ hoards, but the golden fruit of 
Jamaica and the South American coast. 

The banana boats sail westward carry- 
ing passengers. Once the first stormy days 
are over there 1s nothing more delightful 
than to drift through sunlit seas, stopping 
at tropical islands on the way. Jamaica, 
Santa Marta in Colombia, Trinidad, 
Barbados, or else the other way round, 
beginning with Barbados and ending with 
Jamaica. The banana boat sails home 
laden with two very different loads—and 
bananas are the most important 
passengers now. 

The Americans have re-discovered the 
West Indies recently, and their giant 
liners, temporarily transformed into 
pleasure boats, disgorge hordes of enthu- 
siastic tourists at every island. Similar 
tourist ships from England are rare. 
People go for cruises in the Mediter- 
ranean, to Madeira and to South Africa, 
but they often forget that a fourteen 
days’ vovage would transfer them into a 
completely different world, where jade- 
creen seas lap lazily on golden sands 
fringed by cocoanut palms, where trees and 
flowers and shrubs are one vivid riot of | 
colour and humming-birds fly in and out:! 
of them. At night the palms are tal] 
silver trees in an enchanted moonlit world, ' 
and the fireflies dart through the grass. 
When Columbus saw his first West! 
Indian island on a moonlight night he’ 
must have wondered if he had found: 
Fairyland. 


SAILING WITH GHOSTS, 


The islands are rich in history and | 
romance. On the Atlantic itself you sail | 
over a lost continent, the drowned Atlantis | 
of the ancients, whose highest peaks are 
supposed to be the Azores. As for the 
Azores themselves—which you may not see 
at-all, slipping past them in the dark~— | 
who has not héard of “ Flores in the 
Azores,’ where Sir Richard Grenville | 
fought his last fight, outnumbered by fifty- | 
You sail with ghosts when | 
vou sail to the Spanish Main—ghosts of | 
Elizabethan seamen and gentlemen | 
adventurers, of stately Spanish dons who |

found a new world and did not know how 
to keep it; the sad ghosts of !creaking 
slave ships from the West African coast, 
and here and there a buccaneer flying the 
black flag. Up and down the islands yoes 
the ghost of a slim little man with one 
arm, who served in West Indian waters in 
his youth and afterwards pursued the 
French fleet from the Mediterranean tc 
Trinidad and back again to Trafa!zayr | 
Bay. 

The wealth of the West Indies was a 
byword until the emancipation of the 
slaves, after which their - prosperity 
declined. Macaulay says that in. the 
seventeenth century Bristo] was the most 
flourishing port in England owing to the 
thriving trade with the West Indies and 
North American plantations. “The, 
passion for colonial traffic was so creat 
that there was scarcely a small shopkeeper 
in Bristol who had not a venture on board 
some ship bound for Virginia or the 
Antilles.”” Now their wealth has gone 
and they themselves are forgotten. The 
only one that is really remembered is 
Jamaica, renowned for its glorious scenery 
and once described by travellers as a 
glorifed grocer’s shop, because it grew 
every commodity that afterwards found its 
way into a paper bac. 


MEMORIES OF FALEIGH. 


Further south lies Trinidad, steaming 
in a haze of heat, more prosperous than 
most of its neighbours owing to its oil. 
fields and Pitch Lake, as well as its 
sugar and cocoa. It was from here that 
Raleigh started on his last ill-fated ex- 
pedition up the Orinoco to find E] Dorado 
for James I. Trinidad, the French /s/e 
de la Trinité, was discovered by Columbus 
on Trinity Sunday on his third voyage, 
when he first saw the Venezuelan 
mountains towering above the Gulf of 
Paria and thought they were another 
island. 

Across the sea from Trinidad lies 
Tobago, once a rich and flourishing colony 
in the days before emancipation destroyed 
the sugar trade. Here, in the tiny grave- 
yard near the old Government House, lie 
the wife and three children of a former 
Governor, who died a hundred years ago 
‘‘of a malignant fever ’’—a tragic re- 
minder of days when a tropical climate 
was not as safe for white men and women 
as it is now. Trinidad was not captured 
from Spain till 1797, but there is ecareely 
a foot of ground in Tobago that has not 
been fought over by English, French, 
S ish and Dutch, and it figured in most 
of the peace treaties of the eighteenth | 
century. 

Barbadoes, a coral island set in jade 
green seas, has never changed hands at 
all, and is one of the oldest British 
colonies. It was to the sugar plantations 
of Jamaica and Barbadoes that prisoners 
were transported under the old, cruel 
laws. After Monmouth’s rebellion the 
wretched rebels were sent abroad whole- 
sale to be sold as slaves, and the story of 
their sufferings on the slave shi is 
horrible to read. They were not allowed 
to go on deck, but were left down in the 
hold, 


packed so closely together that they 
had not room to lie down. They were fed 
on dry biscuits and fetid water. Many of 
them stil] had unhealed wounds.

Grenada, St. Lucia, Dominica, 
the. sea is sapphire blue; St. 
Antigua, where Nelson was second in com- 
mand of the West Indian station “' to 
protect our sugar islands; Nevis, where 
he first met his future wife—all these 
names spell sunshine and blue skies; but 
all are a little off the beaten track for the 
ordinary traveller. To reach them he 
must tranship at Barbadoes or Trinidad. 
Guadeloupe and Martinique, where the 
terrible eruption of the volcano Pelée took 
place some years ago, are French islands 
and served by a French mail service. 

The coast of South America, where the 
banana boat passes on its round trip, was 
once infested by pirates, foremost of whom 
was the famous Sir Henry Morgan, who 
sailed up the Gulf of Maracaibo and burnt 
the town of Maracaibo to the ground. 
For years the black flag was the terror 
of the Spanish Main. 

Now the pirates have gone. Gone, too, 
are the galleons with white sails unfurled 
to the wind, and the frigates of France. 
Gone the poor Carib Indians, who died 
wholesale when the Spaniards sent them 
to work in the mines. Gone the slave 
ships from Africa, carrying men whose 
descendants form the bulk of the popula- 
tion of the islands, a lazy, contented 
crowd. Instead, the banana boats sail 
home, carrying the treasure of the Now 
World to the markets of the Old.

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LITTLE TICH AND THE 
BIG BOOTS. 


A -LOSS TO COMEDY. 


All who have enjoyed his quaint and singu- 
larly entertaining comedy will learn with 
sorrow of the death of “Little Tich '” (Mr. 
Harry Relph). He had been ill for three 
months at his residence, Storehall Park, 
Hendon, London, and there, ia presence of 


i his wife and other relatives, he died at 6.26 


o'clock yesterday morning. “Little Tich 
was in his sixtieth year, and he had been 
associated with the variety stage since he 
was a boy of ten. His marked originality 
soon won him a distinguished place in his 
profession, and during the we) part of 
Éis career his name was a “first top ' upon 
the play bills. So great was the demand 
for his peculiar humour that for many years 
he was the most highly paid variety artist on 
the English stage. 

Those who think of “ Little Tich ' asso- 
ciate him naturally with the eccentric dance 
that made his name a household word with 
the playgoer and music hall patron of last 
century. But he was not always at the 
top of the ladder. Little Tich had known 
the day of little things. He began as a 
negro comedian and dancer, and he himself 
has told how in a hall at Colchester in those 
days he was glad to sing nine songs a 
night for the large sum of thirty shulings 
weekly. Like many of the old-time halls, 
the one at Colchester where Little Tich 
performed, was attached to a public-house. 
There, on a certain fateful night, the little 
comedian stood with his back to the door, 
when suddenly a woman, who mistook him 
for her own son, seized him round the waist, 
turned him across her knee, and spanked him 
well. Then, turning on tle proprietor, she 
cried—‘* You great fat brute; Tl teach you 
to encourage my Willie to go drinking like 
his father.” The proprietor’s reply is not on 
record.

“Scots Wha Hae.” 


I am reminded by a correspondent of 
the remarkable fascination of the Scot in 
the realms of Art and Literature and 
Finance.

Sir Charles B. Barrington, Bart., D.L.., 
was 80 this week. The family seat, 
Glenstal Castle, Murroe, County Limerick, 
was a few years ago offered by Sir Charles 
to the Free State Government as an official 
residence for the President, but owing to 
its Jong distance from Dublin the sug- 
gestion did not materialise.

IN PANTOMIME. 

Little Tich was very popular in pantomime. 
‘There was no more amusing “ dame ' than 
Tich, He had played even the role of baby, 
and he played it to the life, for in the 
“Babes in the Wood” pantomime at the 
Prince's Theatre. Manchester, in the eighties 
of last century, Tich as the Babe was bathed 
in public once a night. '“ That,” he said. 
‘‘was the best pantomime ever put on the 
stage.” Perhaps its enforced cleanliness 
appeated to him. 

In London and Paris Little Tich was more 
than popular—he was the idol of the Hall. 
He performed for seventeen years at the old 
‘Livoli, one of. his engagements lasting seven- 
teen weeks, For nine consecutive years he 
was a perfect draw at the Palladium. His 
first appearance in Paris was in 1894. (ne 
of his greatest French admirers was Sacha 
Quitrv. the great French actor, who regarded 
him as Grock’s superior. Little Tich was 
one of the founders of the Variety Artists’ 
Federation, and his kindness had encouraged 
many struggling artiste.

Mr. D. L. O'Gorman. 


One of the most prominent men in the 
public life of Co. Cork is Mr. D. L. 
O'Gorman, Janeville, Fermoy. Always 
a strenuous advocate of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union, Mr. O'Gorman in recent years has 
made his mark as Chairman of the Cork 
County Council. In that capacity he has 
strongly urged economy in public bodies, 
local and national. His opinion is that 
much public money would be saved if 
public officials were deprived of the cost 
of living bonus to which they are now 
entitled. 

As a Farmers’ candidate, he secured 
election to the last Dail, but failed in his 
efforts to enter the present House. 
During the troubled period of 1922 he 
was, as now, a supporter of the Free State 
Government, and on one occasion his 
house was raided by men, who demanded 
a horse. He refused to grant their re 
quest, and now walks with a limp be 
cause of a shot in the leg.

Lady Dudley’s Nursing Scheme. 


It 1s much to be hoped that Lady 
Dudley’s Nursing Scheme will succeed in 
raising the money it urgently needs, and 
in conection with which plans are being 
made 

Founded in 1903, the object of the 
scheme is to supply the poorest districts 
in [re and with nurses. At present twenty- 
sight districts, mainly in the West, are 
suppiied Unfortunately, owing to lack of 
funds, a nurse was suspended last year, 
and, { this condition continues, others will 
have to go. In 1903 it cost only £110 to 
keep a nurse—it costs nearly £200 to-day. 
Many of the wealthier people who resided 
in these districts have left the country ; 
this constitutes another serious loss, as 
tney were generous subscribers to the funds. 
Again ,the National Health grant of from 

006 to £6,000 a year has come to an 
end. This year’s report quotes letters in 
which both priesis and doctors of districts 
withcut nurses now appeal for them. The 
misery of the cabin dwellers, who, poorly 
nourished and insufficiently clothed, fall 
easy victims to pneumonia and influenza, 
is recorded. 

The Clothing Guild asks that its Eng- 
1ish members should send money instead of 
clothing, owing to the tax on clothing 
coming into the Free State. Long ago an 
appeal used to be made for a shilling in 
money, a toy and a garment—I am sure 
all three are still acceptable to the scheme. 

I discovered a group of eight young 
Dubl.n ladies busil; engazed the other day 
in knitting vests for Western babies. One 
hopes many others are doing likewise.

The pular impression about the 
Tides Laie is that it is a place 
fairly teeming with the spoils of antiquity, 
that every nook and cranny are filled with 
souvenirs of many reigns. Recent refer- 
ences, in an interview with the late 
Governor-General, to the Bossi chimney- 
pieces in the Lodge would tend to 
strengthen that impression; but the fact 
is, apart from the noble mantelpieces and 
the richly-adorned ceilings, it contains 
very few artistic contributions. 

There are, however, some fine book- 
cases, but no library, save what Hansard 
and the ancient statues provide. That 
shrewd monarch, Queen Victoria, is stated 
to have expressed frank disappointpment 
at its furnishing. 

At the hands of many Viceroys, the 
Leige seems to have suffered neglect, at 
least they seldom gave artistic contribu- 
tions to it.

~ MEREDITH'S” 
CENTENARY. 


A VARIED CAREER. 


HIS PLACE IN LITERATURE. 
has 
(By J. H. MILLER.) 
“TRE centenary of the birth of George 


Meredith, which occurs to-morrow, re- 
ceives added interest in consequence o. the 
death of Thomas Hardy ; for Meredith, like 
Hardy, formed a link between our times 
and the middle of the nineteenth century. 
A secluded childhood, caused by the un- 
defined social position of his parents, and 
followed by a liberal education in 
Germany, led Meredith to develop along 
original, if not peculiar, Jines; but 
although his irrepressible and high-spirited 
nature approached, it never actually 
reached, hemianism. An experiment 
of communal lodging with Swinburne and 
Rossetti, in 1862, was soon broken by 
Meredith—owing, it is supposed, partly 
to disgust at Rossetti’s eating half a dozen 
eggs for breakfast. 

A curious feature of Meredith’s life was 
his constant reticence regarding his birth, 
a secret revealed to a certain extent in 
“Evan Harrington’’ (where the “ Great 
Mel”’ is the grandfather of Meredith 
and ‘* Lymport ”’ is Portsmouth ). 
Meredith’s parents were tailors in Ports- 
month, but, coming of old stock, refused 
to associate with the other trades-people; 
and, as the family was not admitted to 
higher society, Meredith, an only child, 
was cut off from other companions of his 
own age. His consequent retirement int” 
himself undoubtedly developed his 
imagination; an _ existence almost of 
phantasy took the place of a normal child- 
hood. 


FROM LAW TO L'TERATURE. 


At the age of fourteen Meredith was 
sent to the Moravian school at Neuwied, 
Germany, an institution famed for its 
‘religious tolerance. The liberalism and 
nationalism of the Germany of that period 
gave to Meredith a romanticism that 
affected all his work, and he also imbibed 
much of the German spirit. Upon return- 
mg to England Meredith war articied to a 
London solicitor, R. S. Charnock, but the 
law had little attraction for the youth. 
Literature was his bent, and Charnock 
rendered a valuable service by introducing 
him to a circle of literary students. It 
was in their private magazine, the 
Monthly Observer, that Meredith’s first 
published poem, “ Chillianwallah,’’ ap- 
peared in April, 1849. It was re-printed 
shortly afterwards in Chambers’s Journal. 

From Meredith’s association with the 
Monthly Observer sprang his wedding in 
August, 1849, to Mary Ellen Nicholls, the 
widowed sister of a literary acquaintance, 
and daughter of Thomas Love Peacock—a 
marriage fated by the brilliancy of 
husband and wife to be a tragic story of 
debts, changes of lodging, bitter quarrels 
and dead babies. In 1858 Mrs. Meredith 
left the country with an artist named 
Wallis, and, although she returned in 
the following year, Meredith never saw 
her again, even at her death-bed. She 
died in 1861, and in 1864 Meredith 
married Marie Vulliamy, the twenty-four 
year-old daughter of a neighbour. The 
happiness of this marriage was marred 
only by the estrangement of Meredith and 
his son by his first wife. The taking of a 
house at Box Hill in 1868 opened the 
second phase of Meredith’s life, a settled, 
contented existence, and a time of growing 
reputation and friendships. 


REJECTED SHAW. 


Meredith’s early fiction, in the ‘fifties 
and ’sixties, was given - favourable 
criticism. “The Ordeal of Richard 
Feverel ” was particularly well received ; 
but, in spite of encouraging reviews, the 
novelist was driven for money to under- 
take journalistic and other work, including 
reading to an old Jady. He became literary 


i adviser to Messrs. Chapman and Halli, 


later the publishers of many of his books. 
He rejected the early work of George 
Bernard Shaw, Butler’s ‘‘ Erewhon,’’ Mrs. 
Henry Wood and ‘ Ouida’’ and sadly 
misjudged the reading public of the day 
by twice rejecting ‘‘ East Lynne,’’ which 
proved so great a success for its eventual 
publishers. Nevertheless, in many instances 
he showed much discrimination, and gave 
valuable encouragement to rising authors, 
including Thomas Hardy and George 
Gissing. 

For thirty years after his second mar- 
riage Meredith produced an almost cease- 
less stream of writings—poems, short 
stories, and, at intervals, a big work, for 
the most part in two or three volumes. 
The first of these was ‘‘ Rhoda Fleming ”’ 
(1865), which Meredith came to dislike so 
much that he advised a correspondent not 
to read it. This was followed by “The 
Adventures of Harry Richmond ” (1871), 
and “ Beauchamp’s Career’’ (1876), the 
novelist’s favourite work. Then, in 1879, 
appeared Meredith’s best-known novel, 
“The Egoist.’’ Meredith worked hard at 


this for two years, writing in the famous 
chal.é near his home. The strain of this 
period left a permanent effect on the 
author, and a visit to France failed to 
recuperate him, Formerly a great walker, 
he could no longer satisfy his love of the 


open. 
CYNICAL AT 80. 
Despite ill-health, Meredith quickly 


produced ‘‘ The Tragic Comedians ’”’ 
(1880) and followed it in 1885 by ‘‘ Diana 
of the Crossways,’’ a novel alleged to be 
based on fact, which excited so much 
comment and scandal that he was obliged 
to state in the next edition that the story 
was to be read as fiction. Three more 
novels were published, his last book, 
“ The Amazing Marriage,’ appearing in 
1895. Then gradual paralysis and deaf- 
ness limited him to the revising and con- 
densation of earlier novels, although he 
continued to write poetry. In his declin- 
ing years honour and praise, which, Mere- 
dith complained, had long been demied to 
him, were lavished upon him. In 1905 he 
was awarded the Order of Merit; and on 
his eightieth birthday he received innu- 
merable congratulatory messages. Even 
with all this eulogising, however, Mere- 
dith could not suppress his cynical view 
of the celebrations, grumbling that 
“ Certainly at this late hour they accord 
me a little glory ; my name is famous, but 
no one reads my books.”’ 

He died from a chill on May 18th, 1909, 
at the age of eighty-one, and was buried 
at Dorking. After his death there was a 
strong feeling that he should be given the 
honour of burial in Westminster Abbey, 
and a petition, signed by eminent men of 
letters, and supported by the Prime 
Minister (Mr. Asquith), was forwarded to 
the Abbey authorities. The request was 
not granted, but a Memorial Service was 
heli in the Abbey. 


ST DIES OF WOMEN. 


It is a well-known saying that Mere- 
dith's novels are read in spite of them- 
selves. He had remarkable insight into 
character, and his studies of women have 
become classical; but a great barrier to 
popularity is raised by his obscurity of 
stvle, and frequently he sacrificed clarity 
for the sake of epigrammatic phrases. 
His writing. like his conversation, was 
probably influenced by the growing repute 
of his brilliant wit, which he felt com. 
pelled to display. When at home with 
close friends, he discarded his affectation 
and spoke smoothly and humorously on 
all subjects. His place in Knglish litera 
ture has not been finally settled, and he is 
far from having the eminent position 
claimed by his friends. His popularity 
has declined seriously during recent years, 
but he was too near a genius for his works 
to be completely forgotten.

(c) loans for building poultry-houses, 
and (d) improved marketing facilities. 

The Government prepared to consider 
the re-establishment ‘of dispensaries in any 
district where it can be shown that there is 
a reasonable prospect of their being availed 
of to an extent which would justify the 
expenditure involved. 

SALE OF SEEDS. 

It is the Government’s view that, except 
in abnormal circumstances, it is not. advisable 
for any public department to engage in the 
sale of seeds for the production of ordinary 
farm or garden crops. 

‘The ordinary trade channels are sufficient 
for the distribution of seeds in general use, 
and their quality is safeguarded by the opera 
tion of-the Weeds and Seeds Act.” 

The Government, it is added, is prepared 
to give effect to the recommendation that 
pecial grants be given for the encourage 
ment of land reclamation, and will have the 
matter explored, with a view to the prepara- 
tion a suitable scheme.

ments have been made with these articles 
which seem to have been fairly satis- 
factory, and the new decree will come into 
force in April. Anybody who has seen a 
Spanish bull-fight knows the appalling 
torture which is inflicted on the un- 
fortunate horses. In Madrid, on a gala 
occasion, dozens of horses may be gored to 
a lingering death in the course of an afte-- 
noon, and the sight of their sufferings is 
almost intolerable for all save the most 
hardened spectators. These wretched 
animals are used by the picadors to enrage 
the bull, and from start to finish they have 
not the remotest chance of escape from 
his angry horns, Sometimes the poor 
creatures even are patched up after their 
first goring, and, blind-folded, are forced 
to return to the arena for the coup de 
qrace. Bull-fighting, at its best, is a 
degrading affair, completely unworthy of 
the name of sport. Matadors, undoubtedly, 
run big risks, and some of them give 
remarkable exhibitions of personal 
bravery, but there is no excuse for the 
treatment of the horses. We hope sincerely 
that the padded coats will serve their 
purpose, although they will need to be 
extremely strong to ward off the attacks of 
an infuriated bull. The bull-fight is Spain's 
national pastime, and even in Southern 
France, where it is forbidden officially, 
occasional bouts are staged for the benefit 
of morbidly-minded tourists. “Hitherto all 
attempts to abolish it have been in vain, 
but the latest reform is at least a step in 
the right direction.

Dublin Juries. 


Al good will agree 
heartily with the comments of Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne on the conduct of certain 
members of a Dublin jury at the Central 
Criminal Court yesterday. Two 
men were charged with political, or quasi- 
political offences, and, as they refused to 
plead, a jury was sworn to decide whether 
they were ‘‘ mute of malice or by the 
visitation of God.” As the prisoners 
obviously were in full possession of their

‘faculties, and did not pretend otherwise. 


the issue was perfectly simple. The jury 
was not required to adjudicate on the 
merits of the charges ; its sole duty was to 
decide whether the defendants could, or 
could not, speak. Yet it was unable to 
agrec, although the judge sent it back 
three times, and, finally, was compelled to 
discharge it. In a second case of the same 
kind the jury also disagreed, but the 
prisoner cut the Gordian knot by the use 
of his voice in order ‘“‘to save further 
trouble.” Mr. Justice O’Byrne declared 
that he was forced to the conclusion that 
some members of these juries were acting 
perversely and in disregard of their oath 
and the law. There can be no excuse for 
such conduct. During the last few years 
all friends of the Free State have been 
rejoicing in the belief that terrorism had 
had its day, and that, at last. Dublin 
jurors were beginning to do their duty 
fearlessly. A new sense of civic respon- 
sibility had been growing in the country, 
and the laga could be

EL. will win to-day’s Rugby game? 
The question is on everyone’s lips 
and everyone has an answer. Ireland 
will win—if! England will win—if! 
Some say the issue depends on the Irish 
forwards. Others aver that it all lies with 
the Irish backs: If “ Horsey’’ Browne is 
in form, if Stewart is on his game, “then 
all will be well. To the ordinary individual 
who knows little of the intricacies of the 
game it is all very bewildering. 

Representing that ordinary person, the 
man in the street, an /rish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday sought some enlighten- 
ment on the perplexing problem, and 
naturally turned for guidance to one who 
1s justly regarded as the doyen of Irish 
Rugby players, Mr. W. E. Crawford. It 
was not difficult to locate him, for Lans- 
dewne were entertaining their. visitors 
from the Gaeltacht, “ Galwecians,’’ ‘at 
Rugby headquarters on one of the surplus 
pitches at Lansdowne road. 

After the game, which was fought in a 
blizzard on a ground that resembled 
Ballinasloe green after a fair, Mr. Craw- 
ford, who had been revelling like a school- 
boy in the mud, gave his views on the 
prospects of to-day’s struggle. 


“WE SHALL WIN.” 


** For the past week,” he declared, “I 
have been analysing our chances, and the 
more I think of them the more I am con- 
vinced that we shall win. In the absence 
of a really recognised ‘ hooker,’ the 
probability is that England’ will get a 
larger share of the ball than would other- 
wise be the case. At Twickenham last year 
we had no recognised hooker, but we 
did not do too badly with any chances we 
got 

“I am of the opinion that none of the 
English backs will be capable of stopping 
George Stephenson when he is well on the 
run. Ireland, though not ignoring the 
possibilities of their back game; should 
keep the ball on the carpet because, by 
doing so, the Kuglish team are pretty sure 
to be upset, especially their wing three- 
quaiters. The mctto for our forwards, 
particularly in view of the ground being 
heavy, should be ‘the traditional Irish 
game—hell for leather.’ ” 

He also expressed the view that the 
Trish pack seems to be a bit better than 
last vear, and the Irish backs would do 
all right. Sugden and Davy are, in his 
opinion, easily matches for Laird and 
Young, but the latter’s quick dashes away 
from the scrum will need to be closely 
watched. 
“Our three-quarters said, 
quite as good as Engeland’s, and we have 
nothing to fear at full-back if Stuart does 
as well as he did against France.” 


THE TRIPLE CROWN. 


Ireland's chances of the 
championship should the 
Irish team win to-day, Mr. Crawford 
declared that they would be rosier than 
they were last year, even though have 
to go to Cardiff and Edinburgh.

GOVERNMENT OUTLINES 
ITS POLICY. 


The Executive Council of the Irish Free 
State has issued a White Paper dealing 
with the report of the Gaeltacht Com- 
mission. 

The Government agrees with the majority 
of the suggestions put forward by the 
Commission, but opposes a number of 
outstanding recommendations, 

In reply to the Commissien’s demand 
for more Irish speakers in the Post Office, 
Army and Civic Guards, the Government 
points out that there are very few recruits 
from the Gaeltacht for these services. 

It is agreed by the Executive Council 
that a competent knowledge of Irish must 
be compulsory in all future Civil Service 
examinations. 

It is also decided that in the case of all 
persons who are sixteen years of age at 
the date of the issue of the White Paper, 
and who may thereafter seek to become 
solicitors or barristers-at-law, a knowledge 
of Irish will be essential.

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FORCE OF GALE OFF IRISH 
COAST. 
By A WEATHER Expert. 

A cale of exceptional] severity swept 
Great Britain and Ireland yesterday, and 
a very intense cyclone from the Atlantic 
arrived near the Hebrides. The wind rose 
at times to full hurricane force in many 
districts, touching 83 miles an hour in the 
afterncon at Valencia, in South-West 
Ireland ; 78 miles an hour at Liverpool ; 
76 miles an hour at Lympne (Kent), and 
74 miles an hour in the Scilly Isles; while 
60 miles an hour was exceeded over a very 
wide area. 

The series of “‘squall lines ” caused by 
cold Polar air pushing its way underneath 
warm air of equatorial origin extended 
southward from the main cyclone, and as 
these travelled across the country they 
brought terrific gusts of wind with short. 
but sharp, thunderstorms, and very heavy 
falls of hail, sleet and snow. 


MUCH DAMAGE. 

Much damage was occasioned in 
places by these ‘‘ squall lines,” which were 
of an unsually violent type. The worst 
of them reached the west coast of Ireland 
at 8.10 a.m., passed Wales and South- 
West England towards noon, and struck 
London at 4.25 p.m., at which time a gust 
of 60 miles an hour was recorded at 
Kew.

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IN DISTRESS OFF 
QUEENSTOWN. 
evening the tug Dutch Seine, 
left Queenstown on Wednesday to 
tanker, sent out an $.O.S. 
Apparently she has been badly 
battered by the gale. The North German 
Lloyd liner, which Jeft Queenstown 
yesterday morning, picked upthe message, 
and is hastening to the Seine’s assist: 
ance. ! 

This is the latest development in a grim 
struggle against storms that several 
vessels have been waging for nearly a 
fortnight. 

The struggle began when the 
oil-tanker Varand (6,023 tons), homeward 
bound from New Orleans. with a cargo af 
benzine, forced to heave to in mid- 
Atlantic. left New Orleans on 
January 8th on her maiden round trip. 
On January 26th, while riding out the 
storm, she sustained extensive damage, 
twenty teet of her stern post, twenty-three 
feet of her rudder, and three of her pro- 
peller blades being broken, presumably 
by striking submerged wreckage. She 
also sprang a leak in her after compart- 
ment. 

On same date the tug 
/wartezee left Queenstown to the 
Glasgow steamer Magdala, which had been 
badly battered by gigantic seas, about 
five hundred miles west of Queenstown. 
Sighting the Magdala, the Zwartezee 
found that she was in tow of the German 
tug Seefalke, which had beaten her for 
possession. Captain Hart and the 
Zwartezee proceeded westward to aid the 
Varand, which was lying helpless about 
one thousand miles west of Queenstown. 


A LONG TOW. 


He sighted the Varand on January ólst, 
and succeeded in coupling up with her at 
11 o'clock that night. The long towage 
to Queenstown then commenced, but, as 
the storms did not abate, the work of 
towage was rendered extremely perilous. 
Both vessels had reached a point three 
hundred miles off. the Irish coast on Wed- 
nesday night, when another Dutch tug, 
the Seine, left Queenstown to assist the 
Zwartezee in bringing the disabled ship 
to port. 

Wireless messages early yesterday stated 
that the Seine had reached her objective, 
the. other vessels being then about a 
hundred and fiity miles west of Queens- 
town. 

Last 
received 
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from the Seine, and, as the 
Zwartezee described the weather as 
“ terrific,’ it is evident that the Seine met 
with the full fury of the south-westerly 
gale which raged off the south Irish coast 
throughout the day. 

In answer to the call for help, the North 
German Lloyd liner Muenchen wirelesses 
that she had altered her course. Another 
Dutch tug, the . Roodezee, has also 
gone to the Seine’s assistance. The 
Roodezee had been helping the Holland- 
American liner Burgendijk (6,853 tons). 
She had her rudder smashed when ap- 
proximately six hundred miles south- 
south-west of Queenstown. Three Dutch 
tugs rushed to the Burgendyk’s assist- 
ance, and at noon on Wednesday, the 8th 
inst., two of these—viz., the Koodezee and 
Poolzee—sighted her about five hundred 
miles south-west of Queenstown. 

The British motor vessel EI 
7,203 tons, bound in ballast from Liver- 
pool to Colombo, put into Queenstown to- 
night with a defect in her port engine. 
She is owned by Bowring and Co., Castle 
street, Liverpool, and will be repaired 
locally before resuming her interrupted 
voyage.

BITTER FEELINGS.

Considerable controversy has been 
aroused by the filming of the life and 
death of Nurse Cavell. It has been the 
subject of informal representations to 
the British Foreign Office by the German 
Embassy in London. 

Yesterday Sir Austen Chamberlain ex- 
pressed his ‘‘ strongest repugnance to its 
production,” and his secretary sent the 
following letter to the English producer, 
Mr. Herbert Wilcox, in reply to an in- 
vitation to attend a ‘‘ private view ”’ :-- 

SIR,—Í am desired by Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain to acknowledge the re -ipt by him of 
your letter of February 9th, inviting him to 
a private view of the film “ Dawn.”’ 

Sir Austen Chamberlain feels obliged to 
decline the invitation. The story of Nurse 
Cavell is a very noble one, and her memory 
will be held in reverence, not only by her 
countrymen, but by all, to whatever country 
they belong—whether friend or former enemy 
—who admire selfless devotion to duty and 
a serene fortitude in the hour of trial. 

It may be possible to present such a story 
pictorially without loss of its beauty and 
without danger of controversy when the lapse 
of vears had made 1t history, but, for him- 
self, Sir Austen feels that it is more beautiful 
in his memory than any picture could make 
it. 

In no circumstances, therefore would he 
care to see the exhibition. This would be 
the case however the story were treated in 
the film, but Sir Austen desires me to add 
that, if the accounts which he has read in 
the newspapers are correct, as he must 
presume them to be, he would be even less 
willing to attend the performance. 

He knows of no authority to justify certain 
incidents as presented in the film, and their 
representation can only provoke controversy 
over the grave of a woman who has become 
one of the world’s heroines. Nurse Cavell 
had no thought of fame or self, but can you 
doubt what her feelings would have been if 
she had thought that such a use was to be 
made of her sacrifice ? 

There are war films which, whilst recalling 
the hervic deeds and endurance of our own 
people, call forth no bitter feelings else 
where, but serve only to unite all men in 
admiration of heroism and fortitude. But 
the film to the representation of which you 
invite Sir Austen Chamberlain appears to 
be of an entirely differe-t character, and 
frankly sav that he feels the 
strongest repugnance to its production,

While there has been no. formal pro- 
lest, the German Embassy has made cer 
ain informal representations to the 
al Office regarding the film. 

It is understood that the Foreign Office 
yepled that there is no political censor- 
ship on films tn Great Britain. 

Dealing with the protests, the producer 
of the film, in which Miss Sybil Thorn- 
dike took the part of Nurse Cavell, de- 
clared that he regarded the German 
Foreign Office’s attitude as a typical 
“ Teutonic blunder.’’ 

‘Tt seems to me that Germany is the 
last country that should have raised a 
new controversy over what ts, after all, a 
matter of historv,” he added. 

“ I do not know what censorship powers 
the German Foreign Office may have in 
Germany, but, even if the English censor 
banned the film in our cinemas, that 
would not prevent being shown in 
ordinary theatres. Í am convinced that 
there is nothing in the picture to which 
exception will be taken.”

INQUIRY, 


ACTION BY THE FREE STATE 
MINISTER FOR JUSTICE. 


An official inquiry will be held as the 
result of the verdict of the Dublin 
coroner's jury at the inquest on the 
remains of Timothy Coughlan, held on the 
50th January, 1928 :— 

‘““We find that the said Timothy 
Coughlan died on the 28th instant from 
shock, hemorrhage and laceration of the 
brain, caused by a bullet. We are of 
opinion that the circumstances of the case 
should be a matter of further investiga- 
tion.”’ 

On inquiry being made at the Free 
State Department of Justice it has been 
learned that it is the intention of the 
Minister for Justice to set up a tribunal 
of inquiry to carry out the further 
investigation suggested by the jury. As a 
necessary preliminary to such a course the 
following notice of motion has been handed 
in by the Minister for Justice to the

EXPLOSION ON A SHIP.

EIGHT MEN SERIOUSLY 
HURT. 
Wrom BEvTER’s. CORRESPONDENT. 
EAST LONDON (CAPE PROVINCE), 
Friday. 

A serious explosion occurred in the fore- 
hold of the steamship Homeiord to-day 
while her cargo of petrol and sugar was 
being unloaded in port here. So violent 
was the force of the explosion that the 
hatch was blown off and landed on the 
deck of the steamship Huntress, which was 
lying in an adjoining berth. 

The Homeford is a vessel of 629 tons 
gross, and belongs to Messrs. Smiths 
Coasters, Ltd. It is estimated that there 
were seventy tons of petrol stowed under 
the sugar. 

Fight natives were seriously hurt, some 
being so badly burnea that they looked 
like white men. The number cf casualties 
might easily have been greater had it not 
been for the roar beneath the bags of 
sugar that preceded the explosion, enabling 
many of those on the vessel to scramble 
away as fast as they could. 

Iron bulkheads were torn out of position 
by the explosion, and the vessel began to 
make water. It will probably have to go 
on the slips for proper inspection.

THE OTTAWA VISIT. 

With his brief visit to Canada he was 
greatly pleased and very much stirred by 
the warmth of his reception there. In 
the House of Commons at Ottawa he got 
the opportunity of hearing Mr. Mackenzie. 
King and Mr. Bennett, the leader of the 
Conservative Opposition, cross swords in 4 
full-dress debate on the Address from.the 
Throne, the Premier interrupting his own 
remarks to refer to Mr. VCosgrave’s 
presence in the distinguished gallery, and 
to extend him. a hearty welcome ón behalf 
of the House, which welcome was endorsed 
in the most enthusiastic way by the 
members. 

The visit to Canada was marred, how- 
ever, by the unfortunate occurrence at 
Limoges.on the morning of our arrival. 
It is an interesting, and certainly grati- 
fying, reflection now, as Mr. Cosgrave 
reminded me, that his visit to Ottawa was 
responsible for saving, perhaps, anything 
from half a dozen to jour or five hundred 
lives. 

Had our coaches not been separated from 


the rest of the train at Montreal in order 


to get us to Ottawa five or ten minutes 
earlier. by a special locomotive, not ten 
or twelve of us would have had the ex- 
perience of a train wreck, but over five 
hundred people would have experienced, 
we may presume, one of the most terrific 
smashes in railroad history. 

It was precisely six minutes after our 
crash that the remainder of the train came 
into sight in time to receive the signal, 
“ Wreck ahead,” a wreck for which some 
hundreds of people must be thanking 
Providence ; for to it they owe their sound- 
ness of limb, if not their lives. 

On the return voyage Mr. Cosgrave and 
most of us have been taking things qui tly 
after a very strenuous time, although Mr. 
Cosgrave at least found time every day 
to walk his five: miles. on deck, do his 
fifteen minutes 1n the gymnasium, and to 
take his evening plunge in the swimming 
pool. 

The presidential party is staying at the 
Victoria Hotel, London, to-night, and will 
arrive at Kingstown by the mail-boat to- 
morrow evening. 

A CANADIAN TRIBUTE. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s simple and unaffected 
manner won all hearts wherever he went. 

‘I used to wonder how he ruled,” a 
member of the Canadian Legislature said 
to me at Ottawa, “but now I know it is 
by the sweétness of his personality.”’ 

He was unfailingly courteous and good 
te mpered, and never too tired to sign 
one more autograph or to shake 
once more with “a 100 per cent.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR TO 
BE BIGGER THAN EVER. 


An army of carpenters, joiners, fitters, sign- 
writers and cleaners is actively engaged in 
preparing the White City for the opening of 
the Eenden section of the British Industries 
Fair on February 20th, and the vast halls 
and galleries have become an animated hive of 
industry. 

This year the Fair is to be bigger than 
ever. A very large additional area of space 
has been taken for exhibitors, and the total 
length of stand frontage will be about six 
miles, as compared with less than four miles 
of ‘‘shops”’ last vear. Visitors who walk the 
entire length of the gangways will have 
covered a distance of approximately four and 
a half miles. 

Inquiries made at the White City elicited 
the information that 28 miles of electric cable 
and 21 miles of flex are heing used in the 
lighting installation, and 420 special telephones 
are being installed, in addition to the 
numerous call boxes scattered about the 
buildings. 

Elaborate preparations have been made to 
provide adequate heating and to protect 
foreign visitors against the mgours of a damp, 
raw English February. Nearly 750 all-British 
gas appliances—fires and radiators—have been 
supplied by the local gas company for the 


i purpose. These appliances, which are the 


products of a group of leading British manu- 
facturers, will be set up at convenient 
intervals along the halls and galleries. 

Gas will also be used exclusively in the ten 
restaurants and tea-rooms. ‘I'he total daily 


consumption of gas will reach over half a 
million cubic feet. 

Invitations to attend the Exhibition have 
been issued to 50,000 overseas buyers and 


150,000 home buyers. 
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FREE MATCHES FOR ALL. 


POSSIBILITIES OF A NEW 
BRITISH INDUSTRY. 


Hundreds of thousands of visitors to sea- 
side and summer resorts will this year be 
provided by the various municipal authorities 
with free matches. The matches are incor- 
porated in booklets containing 32 pages of 
reading matter and photographs describing 
the attractions of the towns. This enter- 
prising method of popularising British resorts, 
and at the same time benefiting a British 
industry, is the conception of Miss Helen 
Fraser, who is now managing a booklet match 
factory at Upton Park, London.
